Tho death of Captain Evans has loft 
u vacant seat in the Cariboo represen- 
tation. That district is entitled to 
three members. It has now only 
two. In -view of i ho imminence of iui 
extra session of the Legislature to con- , 
aider railway matters it is in the high- : 
est degree essential that every district j 
should be fully represented, .should j 
have its full voica to express on the 
momentous issue which intrudes itself i 
upon' the notice of everyone, and which 
the flight of each day is bringing nearer 
a crisis. It is desirable, therefore, that 
the House should bo in a condition to 
be called together at a$noinent's warn- 
ing after legal proclamation has been 
made, and that should the Government 
six weeks hence (unfortunately for 
themselves) exhibit a reluctance to 
convene tho House no reasonable 
excuse should bo_ afforded them for 
tho adoption of that course The 
Premier, for instance, six weeks 
hence, if desired by a majority of the 
members to call tho House together, 
might avoid compliance by claiming 
that his own district was not legally j 
represented. It is to remove any difli- 
culty of this nature from tho path of 
the Government that wo suggest the' 
immediate issuance of a writ for an 
election at Cariboo. In section 51 of J 
the Constitution Act (page 121, Con- 
solidated Statutes,) the power of issuing 
a writ in case of a vacancy docs not 
rest with the Government. This is a 
fortunate circumstance The Speaker 
of the House on being informed of a 
vacancy by a notice in writing, under j 
the hands and seals of any two mem- 
bers of the House, must "forthwith ad- 
dress his warrant to the Registrar of 
the Supreme Court for the issue of a 
new writ for the election of a member 
to fill the vacancy, and a »f"' wit 
shaU issue accordingly." Tins language 
is clear and unambiguous. Any two 
members may notify the Speaker of 
tho vacancy, and he in turn will have no 
alternative but to notify the Registrar. 
Wo are somewhat surprised Unit action 
has not boon taken earlier. Delays arc 
dangerous in polities as well as in 
surgery. 

DOMINION RAIL WA VS. 

The paid-up capital of all the rail- 
ways in the Dominion, including ordin- 
ary share and preference share capital, 
bonded debt, and the loans and bonuses 
of the Dominion and Provincial Gov- 
ernments and the municipalities, is in 
round numbers $300,000,000. ( »f this 
sum the Governments and municipali- 
ties have paid about §110,000,000, the 
Grand Trunk alone being indebted to 
the. Dominion for upward of §15,000,- 
000 capital account. The remaining 
§95,000,000 has been chiefly spent in 
building or helping to build lines feed 
ing the Grand Trunk and Croat West 
ern roads. It will be seen from this 
that the taxpayers of Canada have not 
only a direct proprietary interest in tho 
Grand Trunk, but also an enormous in- 
direct pecuniary interest, apart from 
the question of freights, in both roads.

SLADE THE SPIRITUALIST. 
Is Ho a She?

A story is floating about tho press of the 
neighboring republic to tho offect that Dr. 
Slado, who was hero a few days ago, is a 
woman and not tv man. Tho Doctor is 
certainly very handsome, with clear, beau- 
tiful complexion, delicate taper fingers, 
and good figure, but Ins voice is not in the 
least effeminate and the insinuation as to 
his sex will not be readily accepted by 
any who met him while here. As the story 
has it, about tho latter part of 1870 Slado 
wont to England where he continued his 
career as a medium, and for a time ho was 
a rival of Home, the lucky medium who 
married a rich widow, whom ho had 
taught to believe in "spirits."

Sho 
said that she had always wanted to be j 
taken for a man and bad shaved her face 
daily wltcn very young, and had kept 
the practice up until she had a long, 
heavy mustache, of which she was very 
proud, and which she took great care of, 
and could have had a beard and whiskers 
if she dressed them. The physician is a I 
man who is well known in San Francisco, 
and stands well among his professional 
brethren. After the story had been over- j 
heard, the person who heard it asked 
Slade's room-mate if it was true and ho 
Said every word of it was correct.

H.C. Courtney, who requested His Honor 
to ask them whether they elected to be 
tried before him or not. 

His Honor said that he was of opinion 
that the oilenco with which tho prisoners 
wero charged and tho injuries the man 
Carter had received wore of too serious a 
nature to allow him to deal with the caso 
summarily. The utmost penalty ho could 
impose under tho Act wouldbesix months' 
imprisonment. 

Mr. Courtnoy said that it might bo 
shown that tho injuries Cartor hud receiv- 
ed were entirely tho result of accident, 
and he submitted that the mere putting 
of the usual question to the prisoners 
could not in any way intluonco His Hon- 
or's decision and could do no possible 
harm. 

His Honor consented to put the ques- 
tion in tho usual form and tho prisoners 
elected to bo tried buforo him. 

Tho evidonce of a number of eye-wit- 
nesses of the affair was taken tending to 
show that it was a free fight between Car- 
ter and Collins and that first one and then 
the other got tho best of tho fray. It ap- 
peared that there was a lull in hostilities 
until friends of the beligorents interfered 
when the row between Carter and Collins 
was renewed and Saunders went to the 
assistance of the latter. The evidence 
was very voluminous and in some respects 
of a conflicting nature. 

Mr. Courtney, for tho defence, contended 
that the alleged assault was simply the 
outcome of a drunken row and that the 
evidence for the prosecution showed that 
no malice was borne by the prisoners tow- 
ards Carter ami that if the latter had suc- 
ceeded in his efforts to throw Collins over 
the rail he (( 'al ter) would have been in 
the dock and Collins in the hospital or 
perhaps in his grave. 

His Honor said he would take time tip 
look into the lengthy evidence and exam- 
ine the statutes bearing on the case and 
give his decision to-morrow (Saturday) 
morning.

London, Eng., July oOth, 1879. 

It is commonly said that we have 
half a dozen London seasons nowitdays 
and that at Now Year, as at Eastor. as 
at Whitsuntide, at Michaelmas, at tho 
opening of tho session of Parliament 
and at Chriatmastide, London pre- 
sents a suflicing pabulum of attractive- 
ness to different classes in the com- 
munity. This may bo truo; but it is 
only so in a degree. London liotelkeepers 
are perfectly well aware that at certain 
periods of the year they can always 
reckon on a very largo accession to 
their usual number of customers, and 
that according to tho character of the 
section of society to whoso wants thny 
minister, and the neighborhood in 
which their hostelries are situated, 
their establishments will be crowded to 
repletion either at the time of the 
Derby or Ascot, or nt the cattle 
show; cither at the period of the May 
meetings or when tho comparatively 
placable mood of tho Atlantic induces 
Americans who have not yet visited 
Europe to cross the .stormy ocean. But 
theso are, after all, only subsidiary 
and side-issue seasons. The wonderful 
development of railway locomotion en 
ables us to rush up and down the land 
ut almost lightning speed; and the ap- 
pearance of people "acceptable to so- 
ciety" in Pall-Mali in the middle of 
November or in Rotten-Row at tho 
beginning of February — occurrences 
which thirty years ago would have 
been accounted extraordinary — would 
excite little surprise at the present day. 
The fashionables, however, who rush up 
to town from their country mansions, 
or who have rushed over from Paris 
or Nice on some special business or to 
gratify some special whim, rush back 
again with a celerity equal to that with 
which they came, are not considered 
peculiar. Their appearance in Pall 
Mall is but inoteroic The off seasons 
which such visitations make tire now 
rapidly ebbing away. There lias boon, 
in the course of the now. practically 
nioribound season a much larger aver- 
age than usual of Court mourning. 
One sinister event after another lias 
thrown royalty into sables, and fashion- 
able and middle class society, being 
both highly imitative bodies, mourning 
as prescribed by the Court circular has 
meant more or less modified black 
garments in many grades of the. social 
scale. The energetic proprietors of 
"magasins do clenil" may well have 
profited from the circumstance of their 
having been what physicians and un- 
dertakers used to call "a nice sickly 
season;" but their feelings of complac- 
ency may not have been shared by the 
mercers and the milliners who purvey 
"the newest spring fashions" and "the 
latest summer novelties.'' 

Your lady readers would doubtless 
like to know what is being worn in 
London. ' Well, the other clay at the 
Oxford and Cambridge cricket match 
pompadour dresses wero to the fore; 
scarlet jupons with chintz upper skirts, 
white grounds and colored patterns, 
were most general. Sky-bluo and rose- 
pinks wero a good deal worn, and 
I observed a few of the dark- 
blue and green intermixed most 
harmoniously. Bibs, yokes, and puf- 
fed sleeves are much in vogue. Poke 
bonnets are gaining ground. One lady 
I observed wore a most remarkable 
costume of black silk with gold bows 
of ribbon arranged down the front, 
gold sunshade, and gold oranges on the 
bonnet. Another was arrayed in a 
complete robe of claret velvet and bon- 
net to match ; both the wearer and her 
toilette were radient. A third was in 
a sage green satin with pale green lace 
fichu with chinille flowers embroider- 
ed over it. My eye also lit on a remark- 
able vision attired in a maroon satin 
with a broad band of gold on the front 
of the jacket and continued down tho 
skirt. I noticed a doad green under a 
satin petticoat with a brocaded gold, 
rose and green sack let in at the back. 
White is not as fashionable as last 
vear, nevertheless I observed two or 
three muslin costumes with lace flounces 
which looked well. Cork is extensively 
used in corsets, in paniers, in dress im- 
provers in the place of steel. Ladies are 
lighter than ever. If they fall into the 
water they cannot sink. Their motto 
now is, "Every girl her own buoy." 

A "free born American citizen,'' just 
returned from his jaunts through the 
Holy Land, tells me that he thought 
it was queer "that those Moslems 
would allow him to spit tobacco juice 
all over the floors of their mosques, 
while they were so scrupulously par- 
ticular about his changing his boots 
for a pair of slippers whenever he en- 
tered the sacred precinctsf It is cu- 
rious, isn't it? Looks something like 
straining at a gnat and swallowing a 
camel. He related to me one of his ad- 
ventures in St. Peters at Pome. Ho 
entered that cathedral on the festa of 
Corpus Ghristi and was standing with 
friends near the beautiful baldgchino 
'neath the grand dome. Being an in- 
veterate chewer of the filthy weed, he 1 
was at a loss how to get rid of iiis j 
supertluous saliva. lie noticed an 
opening down through tho crypt, under- 
neath which are supposed to rest the 
remains of Peter and Paul. Knowing 
nothing of the locality and supposing 
it an opening iuto some cellar or sub- 
terranean vault, he spit profusely down 
the grating. Soon after lie moved 
awav a short distance to look at the 
high altar and an Italian took his place. 
Not many minutes had elapsed when 
tin official came up from below, and 
seizing the Italian, who stood nearest 
the crypt, began accusing him of spit- 
ting down upon the altar beneath the 
opening, and severely reprimanded him 
for his desceration of the sanctity of 
tbe place. The poor fellow protested 
iis innocence, but all to no purpose.

Every time 
tho child i3 suckled tho suberino is wash- 
ed off with water and the goldbeater's 
skin replaced, tho child drawing tho milk 
through it without giving pain. When 
the child has finished, tho suberino is

^OTNSCIpIl BYLAW. 

A Bylaw to prohibit the erection of Wooden 
Buildings within, certain Fire Limits 
within the. City of Victoria : 

1. That Such part of tnc City bounded 
on the North hy Johnson street, on tho 

: South by Fort street, on the East by 
: Broad street and on the West by the 
i Water Frontage lie hereby declared with- 
! in tho Fire Limits of the City of Victoria, 
i Tito centre of Johnson to centre of Fort 
from centre of Broad shall he limits re- 
ferred tn abovo. 

2. All Buildings hereafter erected with- 
in the Fire Limits shall have their outside 
Walls and party Walls made of Brick, 
Stone or other incombustible material and 
such outside Walls shall extend four feet 
above Wall Plwteof Roof, and party Walla 
shall also extend to same height above 
Wall Plato of Roof. Roofs shall be cov- 
ered with such material a.s will afford pro- 
tection against Firo and the Walla Bliall 
he so constructed a.s to separate all Wood 
Work thoroughly and completely of tho 
interior and exterior of such Building 
from all and every part of tho interior and 
exterior of tiny adjoining Building. If 
the apex of Roof should exceed the height 
of Fire Walls, then the Roof must bo 
covered with such material as will afford 
protection against Fire. In tho caso of 
Gables the Walls are to bo carried up to 
the full height of tlie Apex of said Roof. 

i The term Building, as applied in this 
, Section, shall not. include Privies or 
. Sheds for storage of Coal, Wood or Wharf 
1 Sheds. 

I!. All Repairs to Buildings constructed 

I of brick, stone, or other incombustible 

1 materials, shall be made to conform to 
this Ordinance. 

■I The Won den Building within the 
said Fire Limits shall not be altered or 
changed without the written permission of 
the Chief Engineer of the Victoria Fire 
Department, approved by a majority of 
the Fire Wardens, which permit shrdl 
specify fully the alterations or changes re- 
quired, and no such permit shall be given 

' if any increase will be made by the pro- 
posed change or alteration in the ai-M of 
any Wooden Building within tho suid 
Limits, or if such repairs or alterations 

i will increase the value of such building 
more than Twenty-live per cent. Tho ap- 
plications therefor and a copy of each of 
such permits shall be kept on file in the 
ofHco of the City Clerk. 

5. No Building within the said Fire 
Limits shall be removed oxcept to a por- 
tion of the same lot on which it stands or 
to a point outside tho Fire Limits, 
(i. Whenever any building shall bo' by 

j any means so much injured as to bo, in 
the judgment of the Chief Engineer and 
a majority of the Fire Wardens, a dan- 

' gerona nuisance, or when any Wooden 
Building within the said Fire Limits shall, 
in the judgment of the Chief Engineer 
and a majority of the Fire Wardens, be 
damaged by lire tn the extent of one-half 
or more of its actual value, the-Chief En- 
gineer shall cause to be served upon tho 

' owner or person having control thorcof a 
notice requiring such person to remove 

! the Name forthwith, and the person re- 
ceiving such notice shall within ten days 

| after receiving the same comply with the 
requirements thereof. 

7. One Story Buildings — Foundations 
I to be not less than eighteen inches in thick- 
ness and not less than eighteen inches 
in the hard clay or gravel, as the case may 
bo, brick walls to be not less than twelve 
inches thick. 7'iro Story Buildings — 
Foundations to be nut less than twenty- 
two inches thick and not less than eigh- 
teen inches in the hard clay or gravel, as 
the case nitty be. Brick Walls — Ground 
floor to be not less than seventeen inches 
thick; first floor not less than twelve 
inches thick. 

8. Any person or persons violating any 
of the provisions of this Bylaw shall be 
deemed guilty of a . misdemeanor, and 
on conviction thereof before tho Police 
Court shall be punished by a fine of not 
less than ten or more than one hundred 
dollars, and each day of maintaining or 
continuing such violation shall be deemed 
a new oflenco and punished accordingly. 

1). The Chief Engineer of the Victoria 
Fire Department and the Fire Wardens 
are required to sec that tho provisions of 
this Bylaw .are enforced and to make com- 
plaints in the Police Court for violation 
thereof. 

10. This Bylaw may bo cited for all 
purposes as " The Bylaw for Prohibiting 
the Erection of Wooden Buildings, 1879. r '

Sixteenth day of July, One Thou- 
sand Eight Hundred and Seventy- 
nine.
